The drawings filed on September 20, 2000 have been found to be acceptable by 
the examiner. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 1 and 6, it was not found to be taught in the prior art of receiving 
data in a presentation buffer that is in a properly formatted form that is to be displayed 
on a display device, receiving a request to read the data in the presentation buffer, 
deleting protected data from the presentation buffer in response to the request, and not 
delivering the protected data to the requestor. 

As per claims 1 1 and 17, it was not found to be taught in the prior art of a data 
handler coupled to the presentation buffer to monitor data and to pass part of the 
monitored data to the presentation buffer, a security violation detector to detect a 
request by the requestor to read protected data in the presentation buffer, and a data 
protector coupled to the data handler prevents providing the protected to the requestor 
wherein the monitored data is in a properly formatted form that is to be displayed on a 
display device.
